Thinking Aloud 


ODAY I find myself in an office to which the 

} Church of God has elected me, to which I have not 

aspired, but about which I have some very positive 
attitudes. 

At no time have I sought the office of Editor-in-Chief. 
I have not at any time so much as turned my hand over 
in order to gain support or influence for the office. How- 
ever, I have in the past months, as in the past years, 
prayed earnestly and constantly to God to place me in 
the work He would have me do. 

I understand God’s will as that which must at all times 
be sought and never shunned. I then accept the voice of 
the people of the Church of God as the voice of God and 
the will of God. While I at no time sought the office of 
Editor-in-Chief, I will at all times seek the divine favor of 
God and the welfare of the Church. No work is worth do- 
ing that cannot be done with much consecration to God 
and diligence in service. As in the past, so will I in the 
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future seek God; but, as I have never in the past, so will I 
never in the future seek position or authority. 

I do not construe the office of Editor-in-Chief as a mere 
stepping stone to some higher office, but I see in it a dis- 
tinctive and separate opportunity for service: I am am- 
bitious for no office, and I covet no position. I seek only to 
serve God and His Church, and to do that with all my 
strength, with all my time, and with all my heart. I do not 
see in the office of Editor-in-Chief, or any other office, 
cause or reason for dominion or exaltation. I am your new 
Editor-in-Chief because of your vote of confidence, and 
not because of any merit of my own. For that reason I 
find no pride whatsoever in position, but am humbly 
thankful to God for the opportunity to serve Him and His 
Church in this capacity. Just as I have accepted the labor 
without seeking it, so will I discharge my duties prayer- 
fully, without avoiding or despising them. 

I do not accept the office of Editor-in-Chief as a posi- 
tion, but as a ministry. In my early life God called me to 
preach the gospel, and this I will do so long as I shall live. 
It is a passion with me to do so. I have no ambition in this 
life other than to be a faithful and acceptable minister of 
my Lord. As I understand it, the fact that I shall, for the 
next two years, occupy the office of Editor-in-Chief does 
not make me anything more or less than that which I 
have been in all the past, a minister of God’s Word. In this 
capacity I shall be laboring side by side with my fellow 
minister in his local church or wherever he may be. 

I do not feel dejection over my new work, because I 
promised the Lord years before that I would serve Him 
wherever He placed me. I do not feel exaltation over my 
new work, because I am fully aware that I am here be- 
cause of the will of God and the people, and not because 
of my own doing. I do feel thankful because I have re- 
ceived a clear call from God and His people to serve Him 
and them in this ministry. 

My mistakes in this office will be as many as they have 
been in my past work—more than I could ever enumerate 
or even realize. However, I am not a dull pupil in the 
school of experience. I can be taught easily, and find it 
easy to recognize my mistakes and errors. Just as easily as 
I can be shown my mistakes, so quickly will I correct them. 

While I recognize my own inabilities and inadequacies, 
I also recognize that God can do all things. I have no in- 
tention of serving in this office alone. I expect the pres- 
ence of God to inspire and direct me each day I am here. 
I intend that each day shall be filled and each task shall 
be filled with fervent and continuing prayer for divine 
guidance and inspiration. I trust that all readers of the 
EVANGEL will pray for me and will counsel me when they 
see my need of help.

the Coliseum at the fairgrounds in Indianapolis, 

Indiana, the general officials and committees, 
heading all the different departments of the Church, met 
at their respective offices and places here in Cleveland 
and worked earnestly, long hours, sometimes until way 
into the night, planning their work for the General As- 
sembly and for the next two years. One would have to be 
well acquainted with the working machinery of the 
Church, and be closely associated with these brethren, to 
have any appreciative knowledge of the strenuous work 
‘hrough which they go. The resolutions they submit to the 
General Assembly must be prepared by the committees 
representing the different phases of the Church work. 
These resolutions then must go before the Supreme Coun- 
cil for final consideration and coordination before being 
presented to the General Ministers’ Council at the Assem- 
bly. Also, there is the budgeting of the funds for all de- 
partments. Every department must work out its budget 
in detail. This must be approved by the Supreme Council, 
taking into consideration the great work which the Church 
is doing and the funds available.

GENERAL COUNCIL 


Almost one thousand ordained ministers and some fif- 
teen hundred licensed evangelists and exhorters came into 
Indianapolis with warm handshakes and “God bless you’s” 
for each other. They were soon settled down to their work 
of considering the agenda which had been so carefully 
prepared by our general officials and printed at the 
Church of God Publishing House as a compliment to the 
General Council. General Overseer H. L. Chesser called 
the meeting to order in a manner that we have all learned 
to expect of him—fairness, honesty, sincerity, without par- 
tiality to any. He stood for hours displaying patience, 
courage, hope, and faith. One was made to marvel at the 
ability God gave him to manage such a great meeting 
in the way in which he moderated this great Council. 
Our brethren were very frank in expressing their opinions 
and discussing all matters that properly came before them. 
Having attended the business and General Council meet- 
ings every session since 1931, I can truthfully say I have 
never seen one that was more earnestly and sincerely 
opened and carried out. God has given us many, many 
more new ordained ministers. When the moderator asked 
for all men who had been ordained since the Assembly 
to stand, it was marvelous to see the great number that 
had been promoted. 
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ELECTION OF OFFICIALS 


THE ELECTION of general officials came at 
an early date; in fact, only one item of business was con- 
sidered, and that was that we have two Assistants to the 
General Overseer, instead of one. This was passed quickly, 
because our brethren could all see the need of a greater 
staff at Headquarters since the Church has grown in such 
proportions in the last few years. 

The Rev. Zeno C. Tharp, who has served the Church 
faithfully as evangelist, pastor, district overseer, state ov- 
erseer, Superintendent of Education, Supreme Council- 
man, and Assistant General Overseer, over a period of 
more than 30 years, was nominated General Overseer. No 
one questions the ability of Brother Tharp to fully plan 
and manage the affairs of the Church. Of all the votes 
cast in the first nominating ballot, Brother Tharp re- 
ceived exactly one half. The next ballot, which actually 
was the first ballot for election, put him way out front 
of all others who had been nominated. He accepted the 
nomination with courage, hope, and inspiration for the 
future of the Church. 

Next, our beloved Houston R. Morehead, General Sec- 
retary, was promoted to serve as Assistant General Over- 
seer. Brother Morehead is a very conscientious and hard- 
working man. He has served the Church for more than 20 
years, and, as far as this writer knows, no one has ever 
accused him of failing to do his very best in whatever po- 
sition he has held. He has served in almost every office in 
the Church. 

Thirdly, big, smiling John C. Jernigan, former General 
Overseer of the Church, was elected Assistant General 
Overseer. Brother Jernigan has just closed his term as 
President of Lee College. In his acceptance speech he 
stated, “I did not claim to be President of Lee College; 
I served to the best of my ability. But now you have 
placed me in a position where I know how to work. I 
feel at home in this office, and I shall serve you to the 
best of my ability.” The Church loves and respects this 
man for his faithfulness and courage. 

Then came the election of the General Secretary and 
Treasurer. It was soon evident when the brethren began 
to cast their ballots, that they did not intend for the 
law of limitations, which was placed on the officials, to 
cause us to lose the valuable services of our General 
Overseer from Headquarters. They elected Rev. H. L. 
Chesser to serve as General Secretary. Brother Chesser is 
interested in the records and will, no doubt, take hold of 
his work in the office as quickly as any other man could, 
having served as Assistant General Overseer and General 
Overseer the last eight years. He will serve the Church 
untiringly and efficiently as the General Secretary, as he

MONG those things worthy of honorable men- 
yl tion certainly would be the musical artists and 

their renditions, the sermons preached and the 
preachers who preached them, and the outstanding serv- 
ices as presented by the various departments of the 
Church.

No, Brother, that is not all the good things I heard the 
men say; indeed, there would not be room to write it all, 
but here is where I felt the life pulse of the General As- 
sembly of the Church of God. 


ALL of this becomes ample evidence that the 
Assembly is not a social or political convention, but that 
it is an assemblage of God-called and God-sent men and 
women who have not just subscribed to an ideology but 
who are possessed of a compelling force by which they are 
commissioned by Christ to go into all the world and 
preach the gospel to every creature.

At the close of the Assembly there could be read on the 
various countenances anxiety, eagerness, disappointment, 
hope, question, courage, determination, etc. Now I antici- 
pate their return to dnother Assembly, when this group 
with their varying emotions will come again with rejoicing 
and telling of the wondrous works of God which will, when 
summed up, make another annual report of gigantic gains. 
So both you and I anticipate another Assembly in which 
not only the business and formalities will be a part of our 
concern, but we shall want to hear Paul and Sally tell 
about their evangelistic work, and James and Ruby tell 
about their ministry on foreign soil, of how Carl and 
Daisy gained the victory at their new church.

NOTHER city, Indianapolis, Indiana, has come to 
. realize that there is something different about 

us, which cannot be accounted for except that 
we have been with Jesus, for it was in that great city 
that the 44th General Assembly convened.

SURGE of thoughts fill my mind as I think of

ale the history of Pentecost in South Africa. 
Toward the end of 1939, there was a small Pen- 


tecostal group in Middleburg, Transvaal, known as the 
Churches of God, under the leadership of A. H. Cooper, the 
present vice-moderator of the Full Gospel Church of God. 
At more or less the same time, Brother George Bowie start- 
ed the Evangelistic Pentcostal Mission in Johannsburg. 

In 1921, these two groups joined forces and adopted the 
name “Full Gospel Church.” This church grew so rapidly 
and made such tremendous progress that in a period of 
less than 40 years over 13,000 members were added. God 
truly honored the Church for the spirit of unity. Being 
born and reared as a preacher’s son in the Pentecostal 
Church, I know that the Church always had one motive, 
and that was unity amongst the Pentecostal movements 
in South Africa. 

Exactly 30 years later, there dawned a day when God 
joined the Church of God in the United States with one 
of the two largest Pentecostal movements in South Africa. 
I shall never forget that day when the amalgamation 
documents were signed by Brother H. L. Chesser and 
Brother J. H. Walker, and the Spirit of God was poured 
out on the group of 175 Full Gospel preachers. That 
spelled new life in the history of the Full Gospel Church. 
In the following 16 months the Church made more prog- 
ress than I have ever seen in its history. A desire arose in 
my heart to visit and learn more about the Church of God 
in the United States and to especially attend the General 
Assembly. God knew my desire and answered my prayer; 
He granted me the privilege of attending the 44th General 
Assembly in Indianapolis, Indiana. 

I have attended many conventions and conferences, also 
the third Pentecostal World Conference in London, Eng- 
land, but I found that what impressed me most was the 
General Assembly of this mighty organization, in the Unit- 
ed States. 

The first day of the Ministers’ Council, I was thrilled to 
see about a thousand Church of God preachers gather 
with real blazing enthusiasm to discuss the furtherance 
of God’s kingdom and the progress of the Church. Every 
session was masterfully moderated by the man so highly 
respected in South Africa, Rev. H. L. Chesser. I was made 
to realize that the Church of God had some of the finest, 
most intellectual, and most talented men in the United 
States. When the election of the general officials took 
place, a new avenue was paved in my mind as to the most 
practical way of election in church movements. What im- 
pressed me most was to see so many young, able ministers 
elected ih the highest positions in the Church, and the 
older ministers, without prejudice, handing over to the 
younger generation.

age.” Daniel, no doubt, did not respond 
to this invitation and therefore was 
not present. Even though the three 
Hebrew young men were present, they 
did refuse to bow down to the image. 
We do not know where he was, but we 
do know that he was not bowing to 
the idol. 

Even though there are not words 
that specifically say that Daniel did 
not bow to the image, it is easy for 
us to know that he did not. Daniel 1:8 
tells us of Daniel’s extreme devo- 
tion to God in his youth. Daniel 6:10 
tells us how the aged Daniel stood 
steadfast for his convictions when he 
continued to pray to God “as he 
had aforetime.’ us, we know that 


he had been accustomed to praying 
and living a consecrated life. There 
we have two pictures of his devotion 
to God. Both of them picture Daniel 
as he refuses to defile himself with 
idolatry. There is no reason to be- 
lieve that he would have done other- 
wise between these two times. Even 
though the Bible does not tell us just 
where he was, the evidence is very 
convincing that he certainly would 
not have defiled himself by eeling 
before Nebuchadnezzar’s image. If all 
the rulers of the provinces either 
bowed to the idol or were cast into 
the fire; and we know that Daniel was 
not cast into the fire, the only thing 
we can conclude is that he was not 
at the plain of Dura during the dedi- 
cation of the idol.

Service 


HE FOREIGN missions service was opened with a 
: } lively devotional session by Rev. D. A. Biggs in 
/ charge. Saturday night had probably been the cli- 
max as to number attending, so at the beginning of the 
Sunday morning service only about half the crowd seemed 
to be there. Later the people started to come in fast and 
soon the congregation was nearly the size of the one on 
Saturday night. There were the reports of the commit- 
tees and some more congregational singing. Then Rev. 
Paul H. Walker, newly appointed Executive Missions Sec- 
retary and former chairman of the Missions Board, had 
all the missionaries, the superintendents, and workers and 
members from the foreign field to stand behind the pul- 
pit and sing with the congregation “Send the Light” and 
“Bringing in the Sheaves.” After this the missionaries 
were presented, family by family, to the Assembly. There 
was a goodly number of missionaries present, and I heard 
remarks from some of the preachers and laymen of the 
States to the effect that they were made aware, as never 
before, of the growth of our foreign work and the number 
of missionaries we have on the field. 

Rev. C. E. French, missionary on furlough from India, 
and Rev. T. M. Varughese, field secretary of the Church 
of God in India, gave a very interesting demonstration 
of how they work together in open-air meetings in the 
market places and crossroads of India. Brother French 
gave a short and to-the-point gospel message and Brother 
Varughese interpreted for him. 

Then Rev. A. M. Phillips, members of the Missions Board 
and pastor of the Tremont Avenue Church in Greenville, 
S. C., took the offering. There was a generous response, 
and nearly everyone stood to give something. 

Rev. Henry C. Stoppe, superintendent of the West Indies 
and Bermuda, brought the morning message. His text was 
Acts 1:8, “But ye Shall receive power, after that the Holy 
Ghost is come upon you: and ye shall be witnesses unto 
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me both in Jerusalem, and in all Judaea, and in Samaria, 
and unto the uttermost part of the earth.” His subject 
was “Spiritual Power.” He said, “We exercise spiritual 
power by what we are, what we say, what we do, what 
we give, and what we dare to claim in the name of Jesus.” 
Most of his illustrations were from the foreign field. One 
very interesting one was concerning Elder Kirton, one of 
our preachers of Jamaica. Several years ago Brother 
Stoppe helped him “claim” by faith God’s help in build- 
ing a church where he was pastoring. After he dared to 
trust God, help came from many unexpected sources. 


I noticed, and other people noticed and told me, that 
there was no other service during the Assembly when the 
people were more reverent or more deeply moved than 
during the missions service. In the General Overseer’s ad- 
dress a prominent place was given to missions. The Church 
of God stands on the threshold of a new day;. there is a 
greater awareness of the obligations and resources of the 
Church than has ever before existed in our midst. 


The foreign missions service, as well as the General 
Council and General Assembly, was covered by press 
photographers. Pictures of the missionaries and foreign 
representatives were made during the General Council 
and some of these were run in one of the newspapers Sat- 
urday, the day before the missions service. 

Friday night there was a missionary fellowship dinner 
at the Jones Hotel, attended by the members of the Mis- 
sions Board with their wives, missionaries, superintendents, 
and workers from the field. It was really a lovely oc- 
casion, which I believe will be repeated at our Assem- 
blies from now on. The tables were arranged in a large 
“U”; everything was white except the red roses and the 
red tomato juice. Everyone was introduced; we sang to- 
gether, prayed, talked, dined, and had our pictures taken. 
It was a splendid time of fellowship.
